Resolutions by the Fulton county 
grand jury asking that the voters be 
allowed to pass on the question of 
whether Fulton county, shall continue 
to pay her officials by the fee sys- 
tem, or place them all on a specified 
salary basis, were formally submit- 
ted to Claude Mason, chairman of the 
county democratic executive commit- 
tee Tuesday afternoon. 

Mr. Mason announced he would 
call a meeting of the asecutive con- 
mittee within the week, but was un- 
able to set a more definite date. 
Robert Gregg is chairman of the s;e- 
cial committee appointed by the grand 
jury last week to urge the executive 
committee to include a_ referendum 
clause on the ballot to obtain an ex- 
pression from residents of the county.

North Carolina’s Plan 
of Financing Her Roads 


(From the Charlotte, (N. C.) Ob- 


server.) 


North Carolina’s pian of financing | 
and maintaining its system of high- | 


ways is panning out much better than 
its most ardent advocates might have 
anticipated at the beginning, in 1921. 
The developed facts are instructive, 
as well as interesting. We are going 
to give the main points, not only for 
the information of our own — 
but for the guidance of people and 
legislatures of other states having 
the North Carolina plan under con- 
sideration. The more we learn about 
the system and the manner ip which 
it is operating, the better we think 
of it. The hignway budget for the 
| 1 and 
ending with June 30, 12094, involves 
a sinking fund from automobile and 
gasoline taxes of $250,000. The in- 
terest requirements are. $2,250,000, 
assuming that the whoie of the So0.- 
000,000 bond issue has been used, 
which is not the case. The sum of 
$250,000 is set aside for overhead ex- 
penses; $3,000,000 is applied to the 
maintenance fund, making a total of 
$5.750,000. 

The approximate revenues for the 
year will be $7,750,000, which will 
leave unappropriated a balance of $2,- 
000,000, which may be kept, in the 
discretion of the highway commission, 
for extrnordinary emergencies, and to 
be converted into the sinking fund 
after the end of the fiseal year. 

The sinking fund of $500,000, de- 
rived, one-half from the automohile 
and gasoline tax, and one-half from 
the general fund, will, according to 
the calculation miade by the depart- 
ment of commerce at the university, 
retire the 850,000,000 of bonds in 
less than 40 years. 

We say it was intended to set up 
such a fund as would retire them in 
40 years, because it was thought by 
the highway department and consult- 
ing engineers that an appropriation 
of $500 per mile per year would keep 
a hard-surface road in condition, cer- 
taniy for 40 years, and probably in- 
definitely. From the budget men- 
tioned, the reader will see that there 
has been set aside for maintenance, ap- 
proximately $500 per mile for practi- 
cally every mile.of the state highway. 

The same authority has figured that 
the $500,000 per year will retire the 
whole $65,000,000 authorized by the 


legislature, in 42.85 years. 

The legislature, however, did not 
contemplate starting the sinking fund 
for the $15,000,000 authorized in 
19253, because it was not expected that 
any part of this authorization would 
be actually spent, although contracts 
might be left for it before the 1925 
session of the legislature. ; 

The highway bonds heretofore 1s- 
sued are serial bonds, commencing to 
mature 10 years from the date of is- 
sue. Nobody in the legislature of 
1921 expected that we would be able 
to pay for these bonds when due, but 
that they would be renewed. Taking 
the surplus of $2,000,000 from this 
vear’s revenue and after taking care 
of emergencies, we should have a 
handsome sum left to put into the 
sinking fund, and if business condi- 
tions continue as good as at present, 
each year should show an increasing 
amount available for sinking fund 
purposes, so that we shall be able to 
pay a’good many of these serial bonds 
as they mature. ei 

It seems to us that no proposition 
could be better financed than the 
road program. There were many 
who in 1921 felt that, in the pros- 
pective conditions as they appeared 
at that time, we could not finance a 
large bond issue. But they were 
wrong. The automobile and gasoline 
tax is not only paying every charge 
that should be brought against that 
account and taking care of every ob- 
ligation which a wise engineer would 
impose upon it, but as stated, it is

The convicts escaped from the 
death house of the Arkansas state 
penitentiary three days ago, the pri- 
mary step of the jail break being 
accomplished by use of a wooden 


pistol. 

When the guard of the death house 
appeared with the noon meal for the 
condemned men he was confronted 
with a “weapon” in the lends of one 
of the men, a thing hewn of wood 
which seemed in-the dim light of the 
cell tier to be an actua’ pistol. 

Intimated by the leveled “gun” in 
the hands of a man already doomed 
to die on the galiows, the guard op- 
ened the cell door and was promptly 
relieved of his owr pistol, then bound 
and gagged and locked in the cell. 

From the cell house the men crept 
to the prison wall, obtaining several 
pistols and a rifle. They encountered 
the warden,. whe has since been 
“fired” by the’ state prison board, 
forced him into his own curtained 
touring car, and at the point of the 
pistols compelled him to drive them 
through the main gates of the prison 
and along a lonely road. About 9 
mile from the prison the men bound 
the warden and abandoned the car. 
Alarm was given by the warden sey- 
eral hours later after he wormed 
himself free of the convict-tied bonds. 

Posses have been combing the hills 
near the prison since the escape, 
working on the supposition that the 
condemned men could not work clear 
of the rough country round about, 
and were hiding in some of the more 
inaccessible porticns along the river.

Mrs. de Bouchel’s statement, in 
full, follows: 

“While I freely confess surprise and 
disappointment,” Mrs. de Bouchel 
said, “that the validity of my 
divorce decree, which was ren- 
dered in Nevada and recognized by 
the courts of that state, may be af- 
fected by the verdict in this case, 
nevertheless I am consoled by the 
fact that this defense was first made 
by Mr. Candler as a technical de- 
fense twelve months after he had 
filed his answer in court, admitting, 
under oath, substantially every as- 
sertion of my petition sustaining my 
character. 

“The jury in this 
continued, “fer technical legal rea- 
sons, was affdrded no opportu- 
nity to condemn Mr. Candler aud 
punish him for his inexcusable at- 
tack upon my ‘character. An at- 
tack so inexcusable that upon the 
trinl of this case he offered no wit- 
ness to sustain his reasons for break- 
ing our engagement, and. his counsel 
openly admitted that no attack of 
any kind could be made on me. 


Regrets Her Failure. 


“While I have had no opportunity 
to consider further plans with refer- 
ence to my decree, I will, of course, 
give this matter such prompt con- 
sideration as may be necessary for 
my own protection. ; 

“In helneiag the form of suit which 
I brought, I was advised by my 
counsel that it was my only resource 
and hope to develop the source of the 
rumors upon which Mr. Candler had 
broken his engagement; and it 1s my 
chief regret that the nature of the de- 
fense was such that I was cut off 
then, and I suppose forever, from ex- 
posing the utter want of foundation 


for them.’’ 
Burden on Plaintiff. 


In his charge to the jury, Judge 
Sibley reviewed the action and history 
of the case, explaining to the jury that 
only certain parts of the original pe- 
tition which were admitted were to 
be considered as true and cautioned 
against consideration of petition, the 
answers, or amendments, as evidence. 
“It is not evidence,’ Judge Sibley 
said, “because the law does not per- 
mit either the plaintiff or the defend- 
ant to testify—you must consider as 
merely establishing points at issue. — 

“The burden is upon the plaintiff 
in this case,” the judge continued, 
‘and she must prove to you that it 
wag her intention to make Nevada 
her permanent home. If she went 
there merely to obtain a divorce, that 
would not come under the definition 
of domicile,” he said. Judge Sibley 
stressed this as the real issue to be 
passed upon by the jury, saying, “it’s 
for you to judge from the letters and 
testimony if she was telling the truth 
when she swore to being domiciled in 
Nevada.” 

Freedom Questioned. 

In explaining the burden of plain- 
tiff in the case Judge Sibley said Mrs. 
de Bouchel had to show contract, dam- 
ages to which she was injured and 
must prove her ays for making 
such a contract. he jury was told 
that defendant admitted making the 
marriage contract, admitted breaking 
it, but denied the damages. The judge 
said plaintiff must show “she was 
marriageable.” 

“The amendment raises the ques- 
tion of the plaintiff's capacity to en- 
ter a contract of matrimony. It 
questions whether her engagement 
is legal or whether it is a contract 
to commit adultery, whetrer it is 
unlawful or whether it is immoral. 
The court will not deal with any il- 
legal or immoral contract. This 
amendment questions the vadility of 
her divorce decree. 

“The question for you, gentlemen, 
to decide is whether she was married 
at the time of the contract. The 
answer to the question depends upon 
the validity of the divorce decree,” 
Judge Sibley told the jury. 

“In that connection the question 
is whether she was domiciled in tbat 
state or not. That is the issue in-

Indirect taxes are paid by more persons than direct taxes. Among those who pay 
indirect taxes are the patrons of the railroads. Taxes the railroads pay are a part of the 
cost of supplying transportation service and must be borne by the public in freight and 
passenger rates. Railway taxes in 1923 amounted to $330,000,000, 5.2 per cent of their 
gross earnings, or almost exactly $3.00 for every man, woman and child in the United 
States. But the $330,000,000 paid by the railroads in 1923 for taxes represented only 
their direct taxes. Indirect taxes enter into the costs of all materials and supplies 
used by the railroads in their operation and are necessarily passed on to their patrons. 


There are now extant more than $12,000,000,000 of tax-exempt securities. 
Aside from the fact that such securities allow part of the population to evade income 
taxation, the attractiveness of such investment has caused railway investment to appear 
unattractive by comparison. To the extent that the ready sale of tax-exempt securities 
encourages civic extravagance, it increases taxation in general and tends to saddle undue 
burdens upon the public. To the extent that such sale helps to keep capital out of the 
railroads, it. prevents the railroads from installing the modern facilities that increase ef- 
ficiency and make possible reduction of rates.
